PASSENGER TRAIN © 
UP SET IN RIVER 


Passengers Taken Ashore From Up- 
Turned Coaches in Boats—Great 
Floods and Wash-outs. 


St. Louis, July 7.—Rain fell steadily 
all last night and today and continues 
tonight in Missouri's flooded district 
and railroad officials report the tie- 
up of their lines in this state the 
worst in the past quarter of a cen- 
tury. In 24 hours up to six o'clock 
this evening, four inches of rain fell 
at Sj. Joseph and vicinity and at 
other Missouri points the fall was six 
inches. 


All travellers from the south and 
west are held indefinitely at St, 
Joseph. Hundreds of thousands of 
acres of wheat and corn have been 
partially or wholly destroyed. The 
Wabash railroad bridge at Ohilli- 
cothe, Mo., was washed away this 


afternoon with five men clinging to 
he wreckage. A telephone message 
irom Pattonsburg, Mo., having 1,200 
people, this evening, appealed for 
more help, saying the flood had reach- 
ed the ceilings of the first floors of 
most of the houses there, that five 
persons had been drowned and many 
others’ lives were threatened. The 
known dead at Pattoheburg are Geo. 
Palmer, Mr. and Mrs. Adam Boener, 
and Mr, and Mrs, Clark. Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Willard were drowned 
east of Chillicothe. The 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
ugent at Gault, Mo., who was cut off 
in the depot yesterday, was rescued 
today.

The train, which usually 
runs over the main line, had ¢been 
routed over the Emporia cut-off on ac 
count of high water on the main line. 
Little better conditions were found on 
the cut-off, however, last night's terri 
fic rains having sent the Marais des 
OCygnes river higher than ever before 
known here. The train was barely 
moving at the time of the accident 
The river is three miles wide here, 
the tracks near here were under 
water and the engine and five of the 
ten coaches turned over in the water 
The cars which turned over were in 
the middle of the train So-great is 
the* flood that the train was half a 
mile from land when the accident 
happened. Word was sent here by 
the engineer, who waded to land, and 
help was rushed to the seene From 
the shore the passengers and train- 
men, apparently more than « hundred 
in number, could be seen standing on 
the top of the coaches to keep out of 
the water. It is estimated that there 
were 500 persons on the train. Res:

LEFT THE RAILS 


Narrow Escape for Passengers 
Coming From Calgary Yester- 
day Morning. 


Among the passengers on yesterday 
Mothing = train from Calgary that 
Was wrecked about a mile and a half 
north of Innisfail was Superintendent 
A. MeLean, of the city waterworks 
system, who was visiting in Calgary. 
Mr. MeLean was none ihe worse ef 
this narrow escape and is about tedey 
as usual, though the special train with 
the passengers did not arrive until 
after midnight. 

Speaking of the accident to a Bul- 
letin reporter, he etated that the train 
was raning along at about twenty-five 
miles an hour when suddenly tre car 
in which he wae seated began to 
jump and in an instant it was plain 
to everyone that something was 
wrong. For about a ‘undred yards 
it ran along in this fashion ond then 
plunged over with the others 
the mud on the «side, 5 one 
injured im his car, but all were tadiy 
shaken up 

The wreck presented a bac ese, 
the cars being piled ap at a) ancics 
on both sides of the track. The nil 
and the express cars suiferod worst 
and were badly smashed up. 

The wreck ocenrred at a quarter 
past eleven about a mile end a half 
nort hof Innisfail station, the train 
running at about twenty-five miles 
per hour. Six cars weer ditched, in- 
juring four persons. All the passen- 
gers eave one escaped almost mir- 
aculously with ndthing worse than a 
few bruises and a severe shaking up. 
Three of the mail and railway crew

were injured painfully, but not 
seriously. 
The mail car and the combination 


express and baggage car weer thrown 
completely over on their sides, when 
the cars ,after being derailed and 
dragged over the ties for over a hun- 
dred yards by the momentum of the 
locomotive, finally tumbled into the 
ditch at the breaking of the coupling 
between the mail coach and the ten- 
der. The two day coaches and colon- 
ist, which followed, went completely 
clear of the track and plowed deep 
into the muddy ditch. 

A eproading rail was the cause of 
the accident, the reeent rain having 
softened the roadbed. By good for- 
tune the track where the wreck oc 
curred is on a level with the surround- 
ing prairie,

COUNTRY IN THE WORLD 


Edmonton Man Convinced of Superior Merits of Grand Prairie District” 
Fall Wheat Headed Out on June roth—Three Farming Settlements 


on the Prairie. 


That the Grand Prairie country, ly-] adapted for stock raising. The num 


ing 306 miles in a direct line north 
west from Edmonten, is undoubtedly 
the finest mixed farming country in 
the world is the unwavering opinion 
of Jas, A. MeKinnon, who returned 
from his trip north a few days ago. 
Mr. McKinnon during his tour -f 
over two months, covered more than 
200% miles of territory to the north 
Kdmonton and is thus well qualified 
to speak on the merits of the im- 
mense hinterland which will be one 
of the city’s great sources of wealth 
in the future. 

Of all the great north country the 
Grand Prairie, in area 150 miles long 
and sanging from 25 to 40 miles in 
breatth, is by far the most advanced. 
On June 10th when Mr, McKinnon 
left Suskatoon Lake, at the north east 
end of the prairie, the spring grains 
were all well up and were looking 
in excellent condition, At Meade 
and Grant's farm at the Lake, there 
was a field of splendid fall wheat 
fully heated out which surpassed 
anything to Se seen in Southern Al- 
berta at the same period. 

Country Settling Up. 

“The country is settling up very 
fast, considering the difficulties to be 
encountreded, Mr. McKinnon, to a 
Bulletin representative, ‘“‘the settlers 
aré most enthusiastic about the pros- 
peots. There are already three set- 
tlements in the Grand Prairie coun- 
try, one at Saskatoon Lake, a second 
at Flying Shot Lake and a third at 
Beayer Lodge. . These districts are 
extremely. well watered and have no 
drawback. ~ Small rivers and lakes 
make aboundant water and the luxs- 
uriant grass affords abundant pas 
turage «as well as gives some evi- 
dence of the richness of the soil.”

FOOD STANDARDS. 

Canadian Gr cer: The Canadian Gro

working upon the new standards for 
rome time is at present in Europe, but 
the work has advanced enfficiently to en-

Mr. MeGill’s return, further definite 
ction is likely to be taken, 
Undoubtedly the idea of the depart 


ment of iniand revenue in making thie 
move is to protect the honest manufac. 
turer and dealer, and the coneumer, and 
the newly made standards wilk be very 
clearly defined, so that there can be no 
doubt as to what they mean, 

Realizing the serious nature of the 
work undertaken, the government § 
proceeding very cautiously in the colab 
lishment of the standards, 

No changes which might be called rad 


ical in the extreme will be introduced, 
but, without a doubt, unecrupulous 
manufacturers will be forced to retire 
from the field, or to market goods of 
purity and honest value, 

In «hort, the new siandards will call 


for food products ap to certain well de- 
fined established tables, Practically all 
food stuffe in use today, will be covered, 
including meats, fresh, salted, pickled 
smoked; oysters, canned meats, vege- 
tables, fruits, dried fruits, sugar, molas- 
sce, Syrups teas, coffees, spices, lard, ex 
(racts,condensed milk and all other milk 
products, ice cream, dried vegetables, 
~vuporated apples, jams, marmatodes, 
jellies, pickles, catsup, maple syrup, 
maple sugar, confectionary, honey, cocoa 
vinegar, fruit juices, wines and liquors 

The objective of the Government .# to 

cure for the honest dealer and the con 
honest goods. In the past, any 
strempt at deceplion through various 
methods has been ever frowned upon, 
ometimes punished, but not always. In 
the future deception of any kind will be 
everely dealt with, 

The danger which might be done .o 
commerce by too strennous action in the 
artanging of standards has been an ever- 
present thought with the Government, 
and with the idea of precluding any euch 
disastrous consequences, the Department 
has been in close touch with the leading 
manufacturers in varions lines, While 
the opinions of these business men will 
carry weight they will not influence the 
government in establiehing standards 
which will accomplish the desired effect 

the ensuring of honest goods. 

One iesult of the new standards will 
be the dropping of the word “cream” 
os a name for evaporated milk, which 
will be forbidden, and ‘Evaporated 
Cream” will no longer be sold. Prov'ded 
the milk product is properly labelled 
“Evaporated Milk’ it may be offered 
for sale. 

Tea standards, in the sense they 
understood by tea merchants, will no 
he estabiehed, The new ruling will pro- 
vide that teas conform in kind and 
country of production to the names un- 
der which they are sold, Standards for 
individual grades from various places o1 
growth will not be arranged, which ‘s 
regrettable. 

The nse of etandard preservatives will 
be allowed, but any which ave at all ‘n- 
jurious to the health, or which have not 
heen proved beyond doubt to be harm 
less will be etrietly forbidden, as will 
uny preservative tending to deceive one 
as to the quality of the food, 

The experience of other countres hav 
ing fod cludarde will be employed to 
che advantage of the Canadaian People, 
and drastic changes which may have 
worked havoc elsewhere will be avoded,

In his monthly report the medical 
health officer, Dr. Whitelaw, etrorgiy 
censures the authorities cf Alberta 
college for what he terme thcir fail- 
ure to carry out his insiracsione With 
regard to vaccination, 

His critic’sm is the result of the 
recent case of small pox at the 1 eti- 
tution and is as follows :— 

“A severe case of amatlpox ce. €iop- 
ed at Alberta college which was re 
moved to the isolated quastos re vid- 
ed in the Isolation hospital srounds. 
Vaccination and disinfection wete car. 
ried out at the college acd thos: pre- 
viously wUnvaccinated were ouaran- 
tined for 16 days. All houses in the 
city at which students of the college 
lived were disinfected, Owing to the 
possibility of exposure of a large 
number of peréons in the city, Drs. 
Scott and Collins were employed in 
order to get all such persons vaccin- 
ated as promypily as possible. A full 
report of the expenses connected with 
thie outbreak will be furnished next 
month. 

“That no further cases have develop 
ed is extremely fortunate as it was 
discovered that over twenty of the 
students had not been vaccinated at 
any time, The failure of the authori- 
ties of the college to carry out the 
instructions issued from this depart- 
ment regarding vaccrnation, is  en- 
tirely responsible for this outbreak 
us tie paiicut inad beow me Gonetant 
attendance for a year and had never 
at any time been vaccinated during 
her life. 

“The arduous duties connected with 
this outbreak were, in the absence of 
the health officer from the city, car- 
ried owt in a very efficient manner by 
the acting health officer, Dr. J. P. 
MacDonald.”
